Continuati6n of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment to part (i) of claim 1 recites a method comprising "a cell which expresses a taste cell 
specific G-protein alpha subunit polypeptide and a taste cell specific G protein coupled receptor". The limitation of a "taste cell specific G 
protein coupled receptor" is new and requires a new search of the prior art. Furthermore, the limitation "G-protein alpha subunit 
polypeptide" in line 2 of claim 1 (ii) has insufficient antecedent basis. 

Continuation of 3. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): If the amendment of 20 August 2002 had been entered, the 
rejection of claims 1-4 and 6-8 would have been withdrawn.
